REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The objection to the specification is withdrawn in view of applicants' 

amendments; and the rejection under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph is also withdrawn 
since applicants have indicated support for the claims in the specification. The claims- 
were previous rejected under 35 USC 102(b) over Ittel et al. (US 6,531 ,424). Ittel 
teaches (XVII) TiCI 3 complex in line 40 of col. 1 8 and lines 40-50 of col. 1 9 which is 
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similar to the first complex of the instant claim 23. However, as pointed out by the 

applicants on page 36 in the Remarks, in the instant claims, E group is bonded to the 

benzene ring through a single, while which in Ittel's (XVII)TiCl3 complex, the nitrogen 

"N" (E group) is bonded to the benzene ring as a part of an aromatic ring. Therefore, 

Ittel's complex is different from the catalyst complexes of the instant claims and the 

instant claims are deemed to be novel.
